Speeches by Assemblyman Cuvil- 
lier and Colonel Ransom H. Gillet, 
republican, preceded the adoption 
of the resolution. No defense of 
Mr. Anderson was made from the 
floor. 

Urging favorable action, Mr. Cuv- 
illier declared the time has come 
ne the “house to protect its dig- 
nity.” 

“Mr. Anderson daliciously brand- 
ed the legislature with being cor- 
rupt! he did not see fit to spare 
either party in this chamber, and 
he assailed the governor, the 
speaker and the legislature.” He 
charged Anderson with being a

SOLDIERS PARADED 
IN IRRITATING WAY 


They Jostled Civilians, 
Hammered Doors, 
Smashed Windows and 
Finally Opened Fire on 
the People. 


Dublin, March 22.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—There was a riot 
here tonightin which twomen were 
shot dead and four were seriously 
wounded. The riot was precipitated 
by the disorderly conduct of sol- 
diers, about 300 of whom, paraded 
the streets about 9 o’clock singing, 
jostiing passers-by, hammering 
doors and smashing windows. 

After parading through Harcourt 
street the soldiers returned toward 
their barracks, followed by a large 
crowd of civilians. At the Porto- 
bello bridge, near the barracks, a 
clash seemed inevitable and a vol- 
ley was fired over the heads of the 
crowd, but by whose orders is un- 
known. 

The shooting which resulted in 
the killing of the two men and the 
wounding of other persons took 
place in Richmond street. The cir- 
cumstances surrounding it are not 
yet Know...

Ireland Greatly Stirred, 

London, March 22.—Dispatches 
from Ireland show the murder of 
Thomas MacCurtain, lord mayor of 
Cork, to have produced an intense, 
if subdued, sensation throughout 
Ireland. This tragedy, says The 
London Times’ correspondent in 
Dublin, closed one of the blackest 
weeks since the rebellion of 1916. 
He gives a long list of outrages in 
various parts of the island, includ- 
ing five murders of policemen and 
others and an attempt to kill Pro- 
fessor Stockley, of Cork. 

The motive of the murder of the 
lord mayor continues as mysterious 
as ever. No arrests have been re- 
ported, nor, so far as Known, have 
any clews to the perpetrators been 
obtained. Among the theories ad- 
vanced is one that MacCurtain was 
murdered as a warning to. others 
because he recently had the courage 
to publicly deprecate an attempt to 
murder a péliceman in Cork.. 

London newspapers, while 
servedly condemning the 
maintain it does not differ from 
those which have long terrorized 
Ireland. It is declared that Ireland 
for the moment is f4rgcely under the 
domination of secret murder socie- 
ties, the members of which are 
sworn to kill those whom they be- 
lieve to stand in their way, but who 
the conspirators are puzzles the po- 
lice as much as the public. 

Noted as Phenomenon. 

It is remarked as a phenomenon 
that where murder societies exist, 
members after a while begin to be 
suspected of murdering each other. 
Existence of these supposed socie- 
is declared possible owing to 
the “moral cowardice of the Irish 
public.”” The crimes the societies 
commit are repugnant to the better 
sort of Sinn Feiners, who, however, 
keep silence, fearing the conse- 
quences if they condemn the assas- 
sins, the paper says.

While 
these processes at times may seem 
distressingtly slow, they will achieve 
more in the final result than vio- 
lence or revolution. The radical- 
ism, and worse than radicalism, of 
the labor movement in some of the 
countries of Europe, has no lesson 
for the workers. of the United 
states, ‘except aS an example of 
meihods to be detested and avoid- 


Thus the churches and their peo- 
ple in the United States stand unit- 
ed in a determined movement to 
look to the future security of the 
government of their country, and 
the peace and happiness of its peo- 
ple.

Driving has famous team, com- 
posed of a Spanish mule and a 
Rocky mountain burro, which have 
planted their unshod feet on thou- 
sands of miles of roads, good and 
bad, Colonel Thatcher arrived in 
the city Saturday afternoon, on the 


last leg of a two months’ tour of 
Georgia.

Washington, .March 22.—The 1e- 
moval of all restrictions in so far 
as trading with Russia is concerned 
has been suggested by this govern- 
ment as a solution of the Russian 
problem, it was learned today. The 
proposal has been transmitted to 
the allies, and, so far, no answer 
has been received. It is understood 
that it is the position of this gov- 
ernment that its proposal is the 
only one which can clear away tho 
log that now surrounds the Russian 
position. *Under the program there 
would be no need of getting licenses 
or any sort of governmental per- 
mission, but the transactions would 
be entirely at the risk of the per- 
sons involved. 

American officials have believed 
for some time that the trading with 
tussia idea has been largely mis- 
understood, and that a part of the 


demand for such action has been. 
inspired by bolshevist propaganda. |

In the fire that destroyed .the 
Georgia Wool Stock company Mon- 
day morning three firemen were 
hurt when a ladder broke and two 
negro women were badly injured 
by jumping from windows. The 
building, owned by Rhodes ana 
Haverty. which is four stries high 
and located at 852 
was partially covered by insurance. 
The estimated damage was about 
$100,000. 

Capatin S. G. Jordan suffered a 
broken ankle, while Firemen H. 5S. 
Cochran and W. T. M. Garner re- 
ceived cuts and bruises. All of 
these were members of company 198. 
The two negro women, Lizzie Put- 
nam and Sallie,’ were injured iIn- 
ternally, and it is believed -that 
they sustained broken backs. 

The fire broke out about 7:30 
o'clock in the morning after the 
employees had gone to work.

Agitation Is Revived 
For Merging Republics 
Of Central America 


Washington, March 22.—Agitation 
for the reunion of the Central 
American republics into ope great 
nation has been revived in Guate- 
mala, according to advices reaching 
Washington today, the result being 
that a tense political situation has 


developed. President Cabrera, of 
Guatemala, has been an active op- 
ponent of the unionist idea. The 
report stated that the prisons were 
filled with political offenders, but 
the popular clamor continued. 

Demanding the adoption by the 
Guatemalan national assembly ofa 
resolution calling a congress of all 
Central American nations on April 
1, the unionist party has issued a 
manifesto declaring that the time 
has come to end the internecine 
warfare that has prevailed in Cen- 
tral America since the Central 
American union was dissolved in 
1821; that the political disintegra- 
tion should disappear, and that the 
people should re-establish a new, 
fgee and independent Centra] Amer- 
ican union worthy to stand by the 
side of the greatest nations of the 
world. 

Salvador and Honduras have been 
contending for such a union for 
years; Costa Rica is favorable to 
it, but Nicaragua is opposed to the 
project.

Senator Reed was presented to

Senator Reed said that an edito- 
rial had been sent from a certain 
Georgia newspaper in which his 
democracy was called into ques- 
tion.

“IT will permit no man to challenge 
my democracy, and certainly no 
newspaper supporting an _ interna- 
tionalism, that means the hauling 
down of the American flag, has any 
right to challenge my loyalty to the 
United States.” 

No Reference to Campaign. 

The senator made no refernece 
anywhere in his speech to the cam- 
pagn for the presidential nomina- 
tion in Georgia except to intimate 
in his opening paragraphs thatthat 
campaign had not yet started.

“This single representative of the 
United States sits in ‘the: council 
along with eight foreigners who 
are all directly or indirectly inter- 
ested in practically every contro- 
versy of an international nature 
which may arise. 

“I cannot conceive of any great 
international question in which this 
political tribunal of foreigners will 
be unbiased, and in many of these 
cases all of the other members have 
a common interest against the 
United States. 

Panama Canal Question. 

“Suppose that the question were 
to be raised again of whether the 
United States could be allowed to 
send its vessels through its own 
Panama canal free of tolls; and 
Suppose that America were to as- 
sert, what I believe to be her un- 
doubted right, the right to open 
that canal to her own vessels, sail- 
ing under her own flag without the 
payment of any toll. Suppose Great 
Britain were to protest and sum- 
mons uS as litigants before the bar 
of the council or the assembly of 
the league of nations, Great Britain 
being a direct party complainant 
and the United States being a di- 
rect party defendant, could not sit 
in the controversy. Let uS say the 
trial would proceed before the coun- 
cil of the league. France has an 
interest, for if tolls are not free to 
her as they are for America, her 
Ships are handicapped, In-that re- 
spect her interest is exactly the in- 
terest of Great Britain, in tharac- 
ter if not in degree. Japan owns 
vessels. She has the same interest 
that Great Britain has.. This is true 
of Italy, Belgium, Greece and 
Spain. Every one of those nations 
has an interest identical to the in- 
terest of Great. Britain. Yet, they 
are not parties litigant and can 
sit and vote, and would sit and-vote 
in the interest of their own na- 
tion. 

“Does that bear any 
to a court? And yet it is to this 
tribunal composed. of foreigners 
that we propose to submit great in- 
ternational questions. 

No Vote at All. 

“In this connection I call your at- 
tention to the league covenant in 
which it is prescribed that a party 
in interest cannot sit in the assem- 
bly. Therefore, in all controversies 
Where the vital intere st of the 
United States is at stake and where 
she is a party, our representative 
Cannot sit, and we _will have no 
vote at all, 

In addition to ean Britain’s six 
votes in the assembly, she Will have 
direct control of the votes of a 
number of the smaller nations of 
Europe which are directly .depend- 
ent upon her for their very exist- 
ence, These pawns are dummy di- 
rectors sitting on the cduncil of the 
league. Knowing that their very 
existence depend on voting favor- 
ably to Great Britain, they would 
undoubtedly cast their Vote that 
way.

“Fifty-seven senators either 
voted or were paired in favor of 
ratification. Of the nineteen demo- 
ecrats who voted against the ratifi- 
cation, I do not believe more than 
four would have failed to support 
the ‘treaty with reservations ex- 
cept for tte fact that they had 
either promised the president eight 
or ten months ago to support the 
treaty without reservations, or 
they believed he would pigeonholsz 
it if ratified with reservations. 

“All the democrats, except one, 
from doubtful states supported the 
treaty with reservations and they 
all believed that the people of their 
states.favored ratification with sub- 
stantial resérvations.

In the presidential primary cam- 
paign in Georgia the issue is clearly 
drawn between the forces loyal to 
the democratic administration and 
part: tradition on the one hand, 
and the recalcitrants and would-be 
party-wreckers on the other hand.

That is a correct analysis of the 
situation. % 

Here in Georgia, as in some other 
states, the contest for the presiden- 
tial nomination on the democratic 
ticket has narrowed down to two 
specific elements: One standing 
back of the achievements of the 
democratic administration during 
the last seven years, and especially 
during the war; the other the ele- 
ment that has had its Joab’s blade 
ready at all times and under all con- 
ditions to stab the administration, 
even during the supreme crisis of 
the war, that never lost an oppor- 
tunity to throw obstacles in the way 
of the administration, and that 
could always be counted on to line 
up with the malcontents, obstruc- 
tionists and trouble-makers, 

Between those two elements is 
the line of division here in Georgia. 

On the side of the first is Mitchell 
Palmer, brave, fearless and out- 
spoken, who takes the position that 
while he may have differed—and 
may yet differ—with the president 
upon certain details concerning the 
peace treaty and administrative pol- 
icy, and favored ratification of the 
treaty with or without reservations, 
the administration has made a 
record of which any American citi- 
zen, and especially any democrat, 
might well feel proud; and, gener- 
ally speaking, he stands by the ad- 
ministration and its record, and is 
not afraid to stand up in public and 
say so. He has never consorted 
with the enemy. 

On the other side, the consensus 
of opinion is that Senator Reed, of 
Missouri, will attempt in Georgia 
what he dares not attempt to do in 
his home state—make an appeal | 
for support predicated. upon an 
issue of hostility and opposition to 
the democratic administration! 

Whether or not Reed will qualify 
for participation in the forthcoming 
preferential primary election in 
Georgia remains to be seen. 

But there is this of which the 
state may rest assured: If Reed is 
pulled out of the contest, somebocy 
else will be put in his place; and if 


the Jim Reed idea of loyalty!

It is natural and inevitable that 
the first thought about the Ger- 
man revolution was the possibility 
which it opened for the return of 
those leaders and of that spirit 
which produced the world war, The 
uprising necessarily pointed to a 
renaissance of Prussinaism. But 
there is a second danger, hardly 
less considerable—it is the abvious 
possibility that following the fail- 
ure of the reaction, the pendulum 
may swing backward toward real 
revolution and bolshevism. 

There are not a few Americans 
familiar with foreign affairs who 
see today in the German situation 
@ paralle! to that Russian condi- 
tion in 1917. May not Kapp prove 
after all to be a second Korniloff? 
Is it not conceivable that Ebert 
will in the end fall as did Keren- 
sky, not to the reaction, but to the 
red revolution? These are the 
questions which are being raised 
today in many quarters. 

The government of 
sunk quite as low in the estima- 
tion of the German people as did 


the government of Kerensky three 
years ago. It has failed to pro- 
vide the people of Germany with 
the peace they demanded and with 
the elfmination of the burdens and 
the sufferings of war. It has been 
as unsuccessful in its efforts to ob- 
tain any alteration in the terms of 
the treaty of Versailles, as Keren- 
sky was in striving to obtain a né- 
gotiated peace with Germany. 


Re@is May Win Contrel. 

Kerensky succeeded in defeating 
Korniloff, but in order to win this 
victory he was’. obliged to make 
terms with Lenine and Trotsky and 
these hbolshevists only dealt with 
Kerensky because they perceived 
that when they had helped Keren- 
sky to destroy Korniloff they could 
in turn destroy him and thus dis- 
pose of all moderate and conserva- 
tive parties. 

As a consequence what the world 
has to fear in Germany today is not 
merely a victory of reaction. But 
not less terrible is the’ prospect 
that reaction having failed, instead 
of the restoration of the Ebert 
gsovernment we ahall see something 
corresponding to the upheaval 
which wrecked the hope of order- 
ly reform in the Russiah empire. 

Fither wav the danger for the 
western nation® is grave in the 
extreme, and bolsheviam in Ger- 


many, joining hands with anarchy 
and bolshevism in Russia will find 
little difficulty in sweeping 

all the flimsy structures in 
middle Europe of today, where mil- 
lions of men and women are on 
the verge of starvation, where hope 
has gone out. where all familiar 
procesees of life and all, the ma- 
chinery of orderly governments 
have been abolished.

the bolshevists. Such is” the opin- 
ion of every well-informed person 
who has recently been in touch 
with the German situation. The 
elements of law and order are suf+ 
ficiently weak now without having 


to undergo the strain of a division 
in thelr own ranks between those 
who would preserve the existing 
regime and those who would prefer 
to restore the leaders and the 
methods of 1914 In invoking the 
general strike Ebert took:«a step 
almost as desperate as that of 
Kerensky when he turned to Le- 
nine to obtain the support neces-: 
sary to meet the incoming Korni- 
loff forces. Thereafter the ‘men 
who were seeKing to transfer Rus- 
sia into a progressive democracy. 
preserving its patriotism, but 
abolishing its tyrants, lost control 
completely. There was nothing left 
to meet the next push which came 
from the bloshevists. 
May Repeat Blunder. 

It is not a simple thing—this new 
German problem. The defeat of 
the counter revolution and the res- 
toration of the Eberte government, 


desirable as it seems to the west- 
ern world, may not prove a solu- 
tion but a mere prelude to the 
final collapse of Germany, a descent 
into the abyss of chaos totally re- 
miniscent of that which for three 
years has been Russia's plight. 

In 1917 the western nations

a similar mistake may be made, 
particularly in British quarters. A 
transitory movment toward con- 
rvotism. mistaken and encour- 
aged, as the Kerniloff uprising was 
encouraged, might easily result in 
a complete break between the al- 
lies and al] moderate elements in 
Germany in the, sacrifice of the 
only element which carries any 
promise of orderly democracy. 

The more clearly German condi- 
tions are set. forth the plainer the 
fact that we are in the midst of a 
reaction itself destructive of our 
own victory and of the permanence 
of our peace settlement, while as 
an alternative of this reaction we 
face unmistakable danger f tri- 
umph of bolshevism in Germany, 
and in its turn the arrival of an-. 
archy and of chaos at the Rhine, 
which more and more ieuds to be- 
come the frontier of western civill- 
zation, and if anarchy thus c¢x- 
panded does not pass that line the 
reason will be because of those 
armies which “militaristic” France 
is still able to fling in the pathway 
of a danger equally menacing to 


| France, to Britain and to the United 


States.

At first thought, I did not agree 
with the action of the subcommit- 
tee in refusing to allow the name of 
Mr. Hoover-on the democratic ticket, 
and I think. yet that the full execu- 
tive committee should have _ been 
called together tO pass upon 80 
vital an issue to the party voters.

Many Out-of-Town Bankers 
Will Be Represented in 
Federal Court. 


Hearing in the federal cour 
Atlanta of the petition of a pb x. 
of bankers against the universal 
par clearance ruling of the Sixth 
Federai Reserve bank; will begin 
this morning at 10 o’clock before 
Judge Beverly D. Evans, of Savan- 
nah. Judge Evans has’ been as- 
signed to this case following the 
ineligibility of Judge Sibley, on the 
ground that he is a stockholder in 
some of the petitioning banks. 

This case is looked upon as a test 
case in the controversy on the ques- 
tion of par clearance, which, since 
its inauguration by the Country 
Bankers’ Association of Georgia, 
has spread all over the entire coun- 
try and has been indorsed by asso- 
ciations of state bankers in many 
States, as well as by individual 
bankers from every section. 

There -aré two motions before 
the cgurt to be heard tomorrow. 
The first, filed by the country 
bankers through their counsel, Alex 
W. Smith, of Atlanta, and Orville 
A. Park, of Maeon, questions the 
jurisdiction of the federal courts 
in the matter. The country bank- 
ers claim that the state courts 
properly have jurisdiction in. this 
matter, despite the ruling of Judge 
Ellis, of the Fulton superior court, 
in which he sent the matter to the 
United States courts. At the same 
time, Judge Ellis granted a tem- 
porary injunction, restraining the 
reserve bank from all efforts to en- 


j force par clearance on the petition- 


ing banks, pending the outcome of 
the case.

Tells of the Value 
Of Arsenic Poisoning 


A number of farmers and others 
interested in the elimination of the 


boll weevil from Georgia gathered 
in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives yesterday morning to 
hear an illustrated lecture by T. 
P. Cassidy, government expert, at 
Tallulah, La., on the results of ex- 
periments with arsenic polsoning 
made at that station under fhe 
direction of Dr. B. D. Cood. Dr. 
Cood, who had been invited to 
speak, was prevented from coming 
by other engagements. 

Governor Dorsey presided at the 
meeting and introduced the speaker. 

Mr. Cassidy said that the best re- 
sults had been obtained when the 
work of poisoning had been started 
after the fields had been weevil 
infested to the extent of 15 to 20 
per cent. Cotton normally, he said, 
threw off a considerable percent- 
age of its fruit and the plant would 
later make up for possibly 25 per 
cent weevil loss. 

The poison should be put on 
either at night or early in the morn- 
ing when the dew is on so as to 
make it lie on the plants and pre- 
vent it from being blown off by the 
wind. The speaker showed by lan- 
tern slides fields of cotton which 
would have made practically noth- 
ing that had been brought up to 
a production of more than a bale per 
acre by use of the poison. 

The speaker also illustrated the 
different machinery that had been 
employed for distribution of tne 
poison. The hand pump was too 
small, he said, to be used on a large 
scale, and a distributor mounted on 
wheels and drawn by mules would 
have to be used by most farmers. 
He said that there were three com- 
panies now engaged in making these 
poison distributors, but only one 
of them was following the design 
which had been tried out at the 
Taliulah station. 

It took from three to seven 
pounds of poison per acre, he de- 
clared, and the poison cost 20 cents 
per pound. Great care should be 
used in buying poison not to get 
a kind that would burn the plant. 
Mr. Cassidy said that the Tallulah 
station would analyze free of charge 
all samples of poison sent them by 
the farmers.

‘Drive for Home Thrift Clubs 


To save for what their savings 
might mean to civilization. was the 


high plane upon which the mem- 
bers of the Atlanta Woman’s club, 
at a meeting yesterday afternoon, 
pledged themselves individually to 
organize thrift clubs in their homes. 
There are four hundred members of 
the club and, according to Mrs. 
Samuel Lumpkin, chairman of the 
woman's division of the United 
States thrift movements sixth fed- 
eral reserve district, the Atlanta 
Woman’s club is the largest in the 
six southern states, and located at 
the headquarters of the _ district, 
therefore logically the organization 
to inspire a campaign of _ thrift 
clubs, by organizing at once 100 per 
cent. 

Mrs. Alonzo Richardson, vice pres- 
ident, presided at the meeting, and 
the principal speaker of the after- 
noon was Dr. Ashby Jones, who 
spoke of thrift as a national virtue, 
and one that, practiced as such, 
would raise our standards of civili- 
zation. 

Dr Jones reviewed the period of 
the war, and the proof this country 
had given of conservation and sav- 
ing in 1917 and 1918, when she had 
the high motive of patriotism before 
her, and-the noble purpose of sav- 
ing the world for democracy. 

He defined the difference between 
saving for high motives and hoard- 
ing for love of gain, and explained 
that with the thought of saving 
should go the higher thought of 
what saving could accomplish in 
making the nation and the world 
better. 

A saving nation meant one her- 
alding the standard of higher civ- 
ilization, and he presented the force 
of the ideal: “Save for civiliza- 
tion.” 

Mrs. Lumpkin said that through 
the home this saving could best 
be initiated as the first step to 


higher civilization; therefore she 
urged every woman to organize a 
thrift club in her own home. 

Mr. Walter Cooper, representing 
the government movement for 
thrift, explained the practical side 
of the movement, and gave the club 
members a direct plan of how to 
organize home thrift clubs. 

Mrs. Richardson called for an ex- 
pression of interest from the assem- 
bly, and received the unanimous in- 
dorsement of the women indiVidally. 

Mrs. Joseph Heard, chairman of 
the thrift committee of the club, an- 
nounced the personnel of the 
committee, and pledged their active 
co-operation in organizing the At- 
lanta Woman's club 100 per cent.

LEARN ABOUT DRUGS 

When there is no trained nurse 
and the ‘doctor tells you to report 
the effect. of his medicine there are 
ms 44 .points a busy physician will 

‘have’ timeito discuss. While the 
hoeee nurse need not be trained in 
thereapentics she should understand 
the effects of drugs in common use 
and Know when their discontinu- 
ance is indicated. A drug may not 
act the same way with every one. 
Some persons have an “idiosyncra- 
sy” in regard to a particular medi- 
cine, and the effect is not at al] that 
which was expected. This is fre- 
quently true of nervous individuals. 
Always’ watch the first dose of a 
new medicine and report its effect 
to the doctor if it is other than ex- 
pected. 

Then again certain medicines are 
said: to have an “accumulative ef- 
fect” and if given regularly will 
show symptoms of poisoning. With 
a powerful drug like digitalis this 
effect must be carefully watched for. 
The pulse becomes very slow and 
irregular and the physician must be 
sent for immeédiately. 

To certain other: drugs the sys- 
tem becomes accustomed and the 
drug may have to be increased to 
fet the desired effect. When. this 
‘toleration’ becomes established the 
increase may go on until a habit Is 
formed. This is often the result in 
giving morphine or opium. 

Other things to be considered in 
giving medicines are the age, tem- 
perament and habits of the patient. 
These all influence the action of 
the remedy. Children require much 
smaller doses than adults, and the 
old have less resistance to depress- 
ing drugs than the middle-aged. 

No drug should ever be given ex- 
cept upon order from a physician.

After having thrilled thousands in 
other cities with sky .acrobatics, 
the William Wrigley fleet of three 


airplanes nosed their ships to 
earth at East Lake during Monday 
after flying over the city late in 
the afternoon. 

The trio of drivers, all old heads 
in the flying game, are Paul Mil- 
nor, former New York newspaper 
man; Elmer Partridge and N. C, 
Black. Milnor will be remembered 
as the flying reporter who used 
two airplanes to secure an inter- 
‘view from Earl Deere in the fa- 
mous Chicago murder case. He 
first sprang into fame by flying 
under a series of bridges at Pitts- 
burg, Pa., to entertain King Al- 
bert, of Belgium. 

Partridge came into note in the 
aviation world in 1910 as the de- 
signer and builder of the Partridge 
tractor used by many of the early 
exhibition fliers, including Kath- 
erine Stinton and Montague Rolfe. 
Nimmo Black, pilot of Spearmint 
No. 3, is the youngest of the three 
aviators, but has won a reputation 
as one of the most daring and 
spectacular fliers in the game. 

At 2 o'clock this afternoon the 
fleet will take the air with nose

Carpentier Has 
No Show With Jack 


They Fail to Consider, 
However, That Georges 
Was But 18 Years Old 
When Klaus, Papke and 
the Dixie Kid Beat Him. 


By Al Spink. 

Those who follow fighting closely 
laugh at the very idea of Georges 
Carpentier, the French idol, being 
a match for,Champion. Jack Demp- 
sey. al 

They prophesy that if the two 
meet it will be a more one-sided 
affair than was the recent cake- 
walk at Toledo. 

These experts point to Carpen- 
tier’s defeat by the three American 
middleweights, Frank Klaus, Billy 
Papke and Aaron L. Brown, the 
latter Known to fistiana as 
Dixie Kid. These men would com- 
pare to Dempsey about as Mike 
Gibbons or Mike O’Dowd would com- 
pare to him today. 

If Carpentier could not defeat men 
of the weight and class of Klaus, 
Papke or the Dixie Kid, then he 
would have no chance against a man 
of the strength, science and weight 
of Dempsey. So they figure. 

These sharpshooters do not stop 
to consider that it is nearly ten 
years since Klaus, Papke and the 
Dixie Kid defeated Carpentier. It 
was in 1912 when Kliaus and Papke 
scored their victories over Georges. 

The great French pugilist was 
born at Lens, France, on January 12, 
1894, so that he was only 18 years 
old then and near the beginning of 
his career as a prize fighter. 

Since that time Carpentier has 
broadened out and improved as a 
boxer so much that from then un- 
til the European war opened he 
scored a long line of victories, His 
sole defeat in that time was at the 
hands of Joe Jeanette, the American 
negro, who was given a decision 
over Georges after fifteen rounds of 
fighting. 


But that defeat was very excus- 
able for Jeanette is a much bigger 
and stronger man than Carpentier, 
one who has won decisions over the 
best negro heavyweights in this 
country and who has fought draws 
with such top-notchers in their time 
as Sam Langford, Sam McVey, Jim 
Coffey and others. 

" The one defeat sustained by Car- | 
pentier that is oftener referr to 
than any other and that is oftener 
quoted to prove that Carpentier is 
no match for Jack Dempsey was 
that which he received at the hands 
of the one-time famous negro boxer, 
Aaron L. Brown, once famous and 
—s the world over as the Dixie 

id. 

The record which Carpentier sus- 
tained in that battle has always 
stood as a black mark against him 
and resulted in the fancy putting 
him down in the second or even the 
third-rate class. 

— 

The Dixie Kid, as 
called, was just short of being 
championship timber, but he was 
good enough to defeat Carpentier in 
five rounds. He and Carpentier met 
at Trauville, France, on August 29, 
1911. That was after Carpentier had 
had nearly five years’ experience 
and when he was considered some 
pumpkins. 

That Georges was a good man, too. 
was proved later when he defeated 
Willie Lewis, Cvelone Smith and 
sombardier Wells. 

But at that his defeat by the Dixie 
Kid and by Frank Klaus and Billy 
Papke, when he should have been at 
the heyday of his fame, stamps him 
as no match for Dempsey at all. 
Still CarpenNer may have improved 
in strength and weight since join- 
ing the army. 

The French champion is only in 
his twenty-sixth year. At that age 
John «w«. Sullivan was at his bet. So 
with all his fighting in the ring and 
out of it, Carpentier should be a 
good fighter yet. 


Brown was 


Georges Carpentier began fight- 
ing when he was only 18 years of 
age. He won his first fight at that 
age from Bourgeois in four rounds. 
The following year, when he was 
just 14, he knocked out two of his 
opponents, won one fight on a foul, 
won fairly from another and took 
part in a six and a twenty-round 
draw. 

In 1911, when !fn his seventeenth 
year, Carpentier began to assume 
his real form. He then stood 6 feet 
1 inch in height and weighed 167 
pounds. At this time he offered to 
meet all comers and was successful 
nearly all the way down the line un- 
til he met the Dixie Kid.

New York, March 22.— Wall 
street experienced Another day of 
violent price movements in a few 
selected issues, the wide changes 
registered in these having no rela- 
tion to the day’s news.

The secondisthat people in nearly 
every civilized country are eitherr 
in Open revolt against their gov- 
ernments or are bitterly denouncing 
or criticising the present govern- 
ments or administrations. 


These facts indicate that public 
opinion has lost confidence in the 
governments, has iost faith in the 
possibilities of international co-op- 
eration, and however much the peo- 
ples and nations of the world may 
have longed fora league of nations 
@ year ago, there is no denying the 
statement that today the league of 
nations is faced with such gigantic 
tasks that it is doubtful whether it 
now can be successful. 


Not After Alarm. 


My intention is not to 
alarm in the present condition of 
the world’s nerves. Alarms are 
neither efgective nor convincing. 
The public demands only action, and 
if it eannot get action by govern- 
ments, it is going to take matters 
into its own hands. Europe gener- 
ally believes that public opinion in 
the United States favors the league, 
but it holds our government and 
politicians to count, just as public 
opinion here holds the government 
to account for domestic as well as 
international action. 

This is true in Germany as in 
England, the only difference being 
that in Germany the clash already 
has occurred, while in England, 
Lloyd-George is preparing for a con- 
flict by endeavoring to form a new

Evidence ‘to support my _ state- 
ments that nationalism and oppo- 
sition to governments are the two 
chief factors in conditions today 
follows: 

Evidence Established. 

First—At present. sovieteers are 
striving for power in Germany, Po- 
land, Rumania, Austria, France, 
Italy, India, Persia, Japan and the 
Baltie provinecess In some countries, 
such as Germany, the conflict has 
takenthe formof anarmed fight. In 
Rumania and Poland the contest stil} 
it political, as it is in France and 
Italy. 

Second—aAs an aftermath of the 
world war, allied troops Or armies 
of one or more of the powers still 
are eggaged in warfare or in milita- 
occupation in Turkey, South 
Russia, Siberia, Fiume, Palestine, 
Afriea, Korea, China,’ Syria and 
Bulgaria. 

Third —Twenty chief world centers 
where the nationalism is evident or 
where the government is being at- 
tacked are: 

One —Rioting in Alexandria. 

Two—A meeting of the legislative 
assembly in Cairo, prohibited by 
Lord Allenby, as a sequel to a re- 
cent meeting of fifty-two out of 
seventy-four members at the home 
of Zaghloul Pasha, leader of the na- 
tionalists, Where resolutions were 
passed for Egyptian independenec. 

Three —Internal difficulties in Hol- 
land, caused by incompetent offi- 
cials and the ex-kKaiser. 

Fourth —Elections in South Africa. 
The latest reports give the repub- 
lican or nationalist party fifty-six 
seats, as against Smuts’ party, 
forty-two. 

“ifth—Bolshevists arrived at 
Ekaterinodar, General Denikine’s 
former headquarters, which shows 
the extension in Russia of national- 
ism. 

Sixth—A cabinet erisis in Ruma- 
nia caused by a bolshevist peace. 

Seventh—Poland as a new state, 
while struggling to solidify the na- 
tionalist spirit, is torn between ac- 
rim ia or rejecting the soviet peace 
of er. 

Eighth—Elections in Czecho-Slo- 
vakia in April will be strongly in- 
fluenced by present developments in 
central Europe. 

Ninth—Ireland is an armed camp, 
the nationalists opposing the em- 
pire’s policy. 

Tenth—Allied troops still 
Siberia, although the influence of 
the nationalist sentiment in Amer- 
ica, Japan and Czecho-Slovakia has 
forced those governments to recall 
their troops, | 

Eleventh — D’Annunzio threatens 
the Fiume republic with the “bor- 
ders of the Corpus Separatum.”

Today is the eleventh 
hour. By November or March, when 
the new president takes office, it 
may be too late. ,

Platforms announced by the 
candidates all declare for the main- 
tenance of Mexican national rights, 
pacification of the country and 
other generalities.
